DEATH OF JUDGE SCARBOROUGH, 
The numcrvuus frieods of Judge Jas. 
J. Scarborough in this state, and they 
ave confined to no special part of it, will 
be deeply pained to read the announce- 
ment of his death as contsined in the fol- 
lowing editorial clipped from the St.

His practice won for him 
a high place among the legal minds of 
his state, and he served for eight years 
with ability and gistinction as judge of 
the southern district of Georgia,eom- 
prising a number of counties in the 
southern portion of that state. Judge 
Scarborough removed to St. Paul some 
half a dozen years ago, since which time 
his pleasant afd kindly countenance has 
become familiar to a large portion of the 
community. He was an earnest and-con- 
sistent christian; one who retained to 
the last the virtues and characteristics of 
the old schosl gentlemen, and one whose 
absence will be deeply felt in the circle 
of relatives and friends of which he wes 
an honored mémber.

REDUCTION OF THE COUNTIES. 


——_—— 


The Columbus Enquirer discusses this 
question with a view of materially re- 
ducing the burden of taxation, which is 
now a burden indeed. It favors the re 
duction of county officers by making one 
man do the work of tax re- 
ceiver and tax celector, and 
one the work of the treasurer and ordi- 
nary. But the Enquirer goes farther than 
this, and urges a larger retrenchment by 
a reorganization of the couaties, so as to 
do away with the small ones that cannot 
well support a county government, We 
give its views on this point in full: 


We have in Georgia quite a number of 
counties with populations less. than six 
thousand each, which have to support 
their present costly county governments. 
Some of them actually have less ihan 
three thousand people, and contain less 
than five hundred voterseach. This isnot 
only useless—it is ridiculous. No other 
old state of the Union has counties so 
small. The evil rose mainly from the 
mania for office, and from the ambition 
of villages to become county seats. In 
more prosperous times the cost of such 
little corporations could be better sup- 
ported by their sparse populations, But 
we are now making in Georgia ~a hard 
siruggle with adversity, and every meas 
ure of ecooomy and retrenchment is a 
measure of importance with us. A re- 
organization of counties so as-to abolish 
the administration and county seats of 
fifty of those now existing would not 

e the limits of the remainder too 
large for the convevienc of the people, 
and it would effect a saving of expense 
in the way of taxation averaging not less 
than five thousand dollars to the county, 
or $250,000 for the fifty counties wiped 
out. This would be a measure of re- 
trenchment of some consequence, and 
would no doubt conduce also to a better 
administration of county affairs. It would 
require an amendment of the constitu- 
tion to dc this. Bat the tion 
could be by the legislature and 
submitted t> the popular vote, and we 
doubt not that it would be ratified by a 
large majority. The evil is one that was 
not incurred,at one time, and which 
would probably have been checked in 
its inception if legislaters could have 
foreseen the extent to which it would be 
carried. But the giving way te demands 
for the creation of one useless county 
furnished a precedent and pretext for the 
creation of another and another, until 
we can now count them by scores We 
believe that on a simple proposition to 
authorize the legislature tc so reorgnize 
the counties as to reduce the whole num 
ber toone hundred, the people would 
vote ‘‘aye” by a large majority; and by 
this measure so great a reduction of tax- 
ation would be effected as to afford very 
material relief to the people in a time 
like the present. e

At half past nine the 
terrific explosion eccurred, the exact o- 
sition of which isnknowan; 
but the miners in all parts of the pit 
were startled by a loud report, followed 
by immense volumes of smoke, and after 
dark those who were able rushed to the 
bottom of the pit, butthe drawing cage 
was displaced. As soon as possible vol- 
unteers organized a search for the dead 
and dying, and those who had escaped 
after being down for some time. ‘Ihe 
volunteers reported about noon 
that they had met with great diflicu'ty. 

They saw many who were 
alive but unconscivus. It is im- 
possible to give the number lost. It 
is feared the first report of 200 will be 
confirmed, though the managers of the 
colliery hope many may be saved, 
Operatives in all the collieries of this 
district are on the spot ready and 
anxious to do all that is possible for the 
relief of the sufferers. All of the local 
surgeons have arrived. All that are 
rescued thus far are seriously burned 
and injured. Hundreds of men, women 
and children are congregated at the 
mouth of the pit. Disfigured bodies 
are drawn to the surface, and the sceve 
is most heart-rending.
